JK’S magical money-making machine 
goes Rowling along as Part Three of the 
amazing adventures of teenage wizard 
Harry Potter pits the resourceful sor- 
cerer and his pals against a new bunch 
of bizarre foes. 

It starts splendidly with Daniel 
Radcliffe’s Harry illegally using his 
powers to inflate his horrid aunt, Pam 
Ferris, so she sails majestically through 
the sky like a barrage balloon and then 
escaping his ghastly relatives. 

But things take a terrifying turn when 
he turns up for his third year at 
Hogwarts School of 
Witchcraft and Wizardry 
and learns that sinister 
and “murderous raving 
lunatic” Sirius Black 
has just escaped from 
Azkaban prison — and is 
out to kill him. 

The result is a mes- 
merising mixture of 
double-dealing, super- 
natural thrills, shocks, 
surprises, astounding 
action and thrilling last- 
minute rescues. It’s 
darker and more serious 
this time, yet it’s even 
more entertaining.

But hey, don’t they look tempting for 
any company willing to back Britain’s 
cash-starved last big car maker.
